Landscaping should accomplish three things: 1/ Make 
home look better from the street. 2/ Bring out the best archi- 
tectural features of the house itself. 3/ Provide a green 
background to show off your favorite annuals and perennials 
while they are in bloom. 



I HE key to lasting landscape beauty lies in choosing 
the right plants and proper positioning. However, if you don't 
know the difference between an elm and a sycamore — a 
pansy and a petunia, don't get discouraged. 

As a last resort, you can always turn the task of plant 
selecting over to a landscape architect or a qualified nursery 
proprietor. In the meantime, sources for plant knowledge are 
many. A simple visit to your local library will reveal an 
almost endless array of newspapers, magazines, books and 
pamphlets on the subject of plant characteristics and needs. 
In all probability, you also have a county agricultural agent 
to assist you in your quest for information. 

If you are located in a highly residential area, observe 
the results of your neighbors' efforts. Certainly, there is 
nothing wrong in profiting by their experiences. This could 
be especially fruitful, if you have relocated from another 
section of the country. 

It goes without saying, a plant the flourishes in your 
previous area, may find the climatical conditions in your pre- 
sent location a deterrent to healthy growth. Such a plant — 
termed an exotic — can be kept alive only with exceptional 
care and pains. It is usually advisable to exclude such a 
plant in your plans and replace it with one indigenous to 
your present environment. 

For an example, new southern homeowners should not 
attempt to grow lilacs, yews, peonies and many other "yankee" 
plants. By the same token, new northern homeowners should 
be content to leave crape myrtle, southern magnolia and 
camellias in their southern environment. 

Then, there is always the element of too much growth. 
AM landscape and garden plants have recognized mature 
heights and spreads. Acquaint yourself with a plant's growth 
potential before positioning it in your plan. A cute little plant 
specimen at the nursery might grow into a 40 ft. monster. 

The Pfitzer juniper is a good example. This plant when 
purchased is about 1 l /i ft. high and in width. Those in- 
experienced with the growth potential of this plant will use it

like this are almost nil. However, good plants, a good plan 
and given time to grow you can eventually obtain just an 
enviable landscape. 



as a foundation plant between the house and service side- 
walk. Unless the walk runs about eight ft. from the house, 
the Pfitzer will smother the entire walkway in years to come. 
Annual pruning will reduce yearly growth but a plant cannot 
be pruned forever to keep its size and shape. 

Another common mistake by homeowners is monotony in 
plant selection. How many homes have you seen entirely 
landscaped with evergreens. Variety will add so much more 
to your home's exterior. There are many flowering shrubs 
and small trees which possess beautiful flowers and blossoms 
followed by bright colored fruit or berries. Use them for 
color as well as foliage during the growing season. In many 
cases, even the stems are colored or unusual in form. Called 
"four-season" material, every landscape plan should carry 
some of these plants. 

Another category of plants to consider are those which 
bear colorful flowers for only a short time. These come in 
the form of shrubs and small trees and have little to add to 
the landscape but their presence following their brief flower- 
ing period — sometimes only one week. 

In the north, lilac, forsythia, spirea and similar specimens 
fall into this category. Deciduous azaleas is a common plant 
for this purpose in the south. 






Such plants should be placed in a prominent position 
but can be used in a massed shrub border where their 
"faults" will be swallowed up by other plant material. 

While on the subject of visual characteristics, it should 
be noted that each plant has a certain texture or visual 
quality which assists in its selection or rejection. A plant 
possessing rough, coarse or large foliage or stems is referred 
to as a "rough-textured" plant and makes wonderful land- 
scape material for contemporary homes. "Soft-Textured" plants 
are those which offer small, neat or finely-cut foliage and 
are ideally suited for colonial and traditionally styled homes. 

It is permissible to mix these two types of plants. How- 
ever, plan for a mass of the soft-textured material near one 
or only a few of the "rough-textured" plants. 

There are two other prerequisites in good landscape 
planning. These are light tolerance and soil conditions. In 
light tolerance, some plants need full sunlight, others partial 
shade and still others full shade to thrive properly. You 
cannot mix plants with different light requirements. 

As to soil requirements, the home owner has much more 
flexibility. Thanks to the tremendous progress in studies of 
soil conditioners, the homeowner can literally make any soil 
type desired. There will be much less work, however, if you 
select plants which thrive in your existing soil type. In any 
event, there are no plants usable for landscaping purposes 
which will not require regular watering and periodic fertilizing.

If HEN you build a new house, it's like starting a new 
chapter of your life. You want everything to be perfect. 

If your budget does not permit completely new furniture, 
you want your present possessions to feei at-home in their 
new environment. You want the total effect to be harmony, 
not-hodge-podge. 

Fortunately you have a great deal of freedom in decor- 
ating today. Many so-called decorating rules, once rigidly 
observed, are being relaxed. The trend is toward individu- 
ality, and it is neither necessary nor desirable to copy the 
style of the house next door. 

Because there is so much variety to choose from, shop- 
ping for the house can be a bewildering experience instead 
of a delight . . . UNLESS you have a plan. And how do 
you formulate a plan for furnishing your new house? 

First, ask yourself questions. 

"What do I like? What kind of environment does the 
family prefer? How do we like to live? Do we lean toward 
modern or traditional design? De we want formal or informal 
surroundings?" 

The most fashionable and picture-perfect interior is un- 
successful if it makes your family feel uncomfortable. What 
you admire in a store window or in a museum exhibit is not 
necessarily the right thing to live with. 

If you yearn for a show-case living room but the family 
likes to lounge around in blue jeans, perhaps you can manage 
to eat your cake and have it too. Choose a house plan that 
includes both a formal living room AND an informal family 
room. Let the master bedroom be formal to your hearts 
desire, but let the boy's room be as casual as he likes it. 

Formal or Informal? 

In planning each room or activity area, first decide upon 
the personality you want to create: formal or informal. Then 
use that information as your chief guide in assembling fur- 
nishings. 

You may mix the old and the new, mix light woods with 
dark woods, mix French and Italian, but — to be on the safe 
side — don't try to mix formal and informal. 

Do you like modern design? Then you will find crisp, 
elegantly aloof styles that are completely formal — as well as 
casual, down-to-earth furnishings that are obviously informal. 

Do you prefer the traditional periods of the past? Both 
personalities are to be found in this group, too. Contrast the 
simple, relaxed, countryfied quality of early American pine 
simple, relaxed, countrified quality of early American pine 



and maple with the refined, cosmopolitan airs Georgian 
Colonial mahogany. Contrast the informality of the Windsor 
chair with the formailty of the Chippendale. 

Sometimes it is the material that makes the difference. 
Maple and fruitwood look informal, as a rule, while mahogany 
and walnut are usually found in the more formal pieces. 
Wrought iron, pottery and tweed-like fabrics are in the casual 
category; brass, porcelain and damask are formally inclined. 

Patterns in fabric, carpet and wallpaper also fall in one 
category or the other. Compare an amusing modern "doodle" 
print with a precise modern geometric glittering with gold 
highlights; the first is informal, but the second is dressed up 
in its formal best. Compare a pastoral scene with a royal 
fleur-de-lis pattern. Compare a rambling daisy-scattered print 
with a stiff Victorian bouquet. 

Even color schemes divide themselves into separate camps 
— to a certain extent. Some are easy-going (like beige and 
brown, with yellow and orange accents). Others are crisp 
and formal (like all black-and-white, with a small sharp 
accent of cerulean blue.) You can picture an informal play- 
room done in gaudy red, white and blue ... or a formal 
living room in delicate shades of blue and mauve. One-color 
schemes are usually quite formal; many colors combined in 
a single room produce a casual effect. 

To sum up.* First decide what you want each room to be: 
formal or informal. Then stick to your decision. And remember 
that living room — just because it's the "best" room in the 
house — does not need to be stuffily formal. It can be casual 
— and at the same time smart and good-looking, a room 
worthy of pride. 

Modern or Traditional? Or Both? 

In making a plan for your new-house personality, the 
next thing to decide is your direction. Where are you going? 
•Toward modern design or toward the traditional periods of 
the past? Do you like old possessions or new ideas — or a 
mixture of both? 

Once upon a time a room was likely to be all-modern 
or all-traditional. Then "contemporary" came on the scene, 
and modern and traditional forms began to blend. Perhaps 
some definitions are in order at this point: 

1 — MODERN is generally understood to mean fresh, new, 
never-before design. 

2 — TRADITIONAL furnishings reproduce the favorite styles of 
the past: early American, Georgian Colonial, Federal, 
Victorian, Regency, French Provincial, Venetian, Bieder- 
meier, etc. 

3 — CONTEMPORARY is considered to be present-day design 
that takes inspiration from the styles of the past, stream- 
lining them somewhat for today's living. It is a modified

kind of modern that pleases many people — not too starkly 
functional and not too slavishly traditional. Contemporary 
furnishings are suitable in a Cape Cod cottage as well 
as in a flat-roofed house of glass. 
Your taste may run to straight traditional, or it may 

be 100 per cent modern. But more and more people have 
an appreciation of both, and mixing has become a popular 
procedure. In fact, a traditional room with a few contemporary 
touches becomes more livable, and a modern room with 
traditional accessories seems to have added character. 

Mixing relieves the monotony of a totally French room 
or a totally Swedish-modern interior, and it enhances the 
individuality of a home. While mixing styles, however, ad- 
here to your original decision to keep the atmosphere all- 
formal or all-informal. 

Suppose you admire the lines of classical Italian furni- 
ture, and yet you don't want your living room to look like 
a museum or a Venetian palazzo. You choose tables and 
chests with traditional Italian lines, therefore, but you intro- 
duce seating pieces of contemporary design because of their 
built-in comfort. Your walls, window treatments and floor- 
coverings — instead of imitating an Italian interior of the period 
— have the simplified look of a contemporary room. Lamps 
and accessories can be traditional in flavor. 

On the other hand, suppose you believe strongly in 
modern design. You like its new ideas, its space-saving 
characteristics and its functional character. Yet, you want to 
soften its straight lines and spare proportions. A faded old 
tapestry, an antique chest and an Oriental rug make hand- 
some accents in such a setting. 

A good example of effective mixing was recently pro- 
duced by a prominent decorator who used a white vinyl tile 
floor in a room filled with Georgian Colonial furnishings. 
An Oriental area rug unified one group of seating pieces. The 
walls were covered with gold vinyl fabric. This contemporary 
background of 20th century vinyl accentuated the beauty of 
the traditional masterpieces.

More Recipes for Mixing 

There is another mixing technique that produces interiors 
of cosmopolitan character. You can mix several styles of the 
same period. Mix Italian, French and English of the 1 8th 
century, for example. Or mix 20th century modern from 
California, Denmark and Italy. 

The mixing vogue applies to cabinet woods, too. No j 
longer is the well-dressed living room furnished with ALL dark 
mahogany or ALL blond wood. Five or six cabinet woods 
often appear in a single room, in a variety of finishes from 
light to dark. 

One smart living room designed by a leading decorator 
included these pieces of occasional furniture: A pair of walnut 
end tables. Another in black lacquer. A coffee table of 
white laminated plastic with pewter legs. A low round table 
in blue mosaic. And two corner cabinets of black iron with 
glass shelves. 

Be Yourself 

Your home is one place where you can be yourself. 
Your car may look like all the others on the street, and your 
clothes may follow the current "look," but you don't need 
to be a copy-cat in your decorating. In the home the trend 
is to individuality — thanks to the great variety of furnishings 
on the market and the easing-up of old-fashioned decorating 
"rules." 

With this new freedom of choice, there is a danger that 
an interior will become a hodge-podge unless you apply 
certain safeguards. Here are three things you can do: 

1 — Provide a simple background for your furnishings if 
you plan to mix styles— or centuries — or cabinetwoods. Keep 
window treatments and possibly the floorcoverings in the 
same color as the wall. Avoid too much pattern. 

2 — Decorate adjoining rooms in the same background 
colors. Carry one color theme throughout the house for a 
further feeling of unity. 

3 — Read an up-to-date book on decorating principles. 
(The public library has many titles on the subject.) A basic 
knowledge of color, furniture styles and accessories will hetp 
you to mix intelligently. 



In a nearby woodlot there is a tree which I am planning 
on transplanting in my backyard. What are the proper 
preparations? 

A good attorney would be your first move. In your state 
(Michigan) you must be able to show a bill-of-sale when 
transporting any tree or shrub. Aside from this, however, 
our suggestion is to forget about the woodlot tree any- 
way. You will actually save money by buying your tree 
from a reputable nursery. It will have better feeding 
roots and will recover from the transplanting shock more 
surely and quickly. 



HOW TO PLANT TREES 

(a) Subsoil should be well-drained. If there is a prob- 
lem, lay drain tile or raise general soil level by 
filling before planting. Have one foot of good 
topsoil over the planting area. 

(b) Dig a hole at least a foot wider and 6 inches 
deeper than the depth and spread of the roots. 
Use good soil to refill after setting tree slightly 
below the level at which it formerly grew. 

(c) Work soil in to eliminate air pockets around roots 
— tamp — water. Wrap trunk with burlap or build- 
ing paper strips — leave on until strips fall by 
themselves. 



A friend advises me that my builder is using lumber cut 
from dead trees. The builder denies this and I cannot 
see anything wrong with the lumber. How can I be sure? 

You can't, but don't worry. For structural purposes, lum- 
ber cut from fire or insect killed trees is just as good as 
any other lumber unless the wood shows evidence of 
further decay or insect attact. Other than it may be 
slightly more seasoned at the time it was sawed, even 
the experts cannot distinguish between "dead" and "live" 



lumber. Suggest you stop examining your lumber and 
examine the motives of your alleged friend. 

Q. There are paint spots on my brickwork. Would muriatic 
acid be a suitable cleaner? 

A. Muriatic acid will give you the cleanest paint spots in 
town. That's about all. To remove the spots, mix 1 Vi 
lbs. of caustic soda with 1 gal. of hot water. Apply this 
solution to the spots and wash with clear water. Repeat 
until spots disappear. WARNING: Do not allow the solu- 
tion to get on your hands as it will cause severe burns. 

Q. I have some newly planted evergreens. Is there any pre- 
paration required for the coming cold weather? 

A. You bet there is. Until the ground freezes, keep the 
plants well watered. It is also recommended you spread 
a 6" mulch around the base. When cold weather moves 
in, wrap those overly exposed in burlap or build a 
burlap or slat fence to help protect the plant against 
windy blasts. And be sure to brush off branches after 
a snow to avoid limb damage. 

Q. What is the recommended procedure for removing hard- 
ened paint from brushes? 

A. Hardened paint may be removed from a brush by soak- 
ing in a container of paint remover or brush cleaner, or 
both in the order mentioned, until the paint has softened. 
Then use a scraper to remove the paint on the outside 
of the bristles. Wash out the remaining paint with hot 
water and soap powder. 

Q. I like to do my own paper hanging and usually manage 
to do a top-notch job with one exception. Two or three 
months after I finish, the corners wrinkle and start crack- 
ing. How can I paper around corners? 

A. By not papering around the corners. Measure the distance 
to the corner from last strip on wall. If the space is too 
narrow for full strip, trim it to fit into corner and extend 
Va in. onto next wall. After smoothing firmly, take your 
strip you trimmed off and fit where it would have been 
before cutting. If the corner is crooked, be sure to lap 
over at the corner so the opening edge is plumb to 
start the new wall.
